This will odnfirm my long distance telephone conversa- 
tion with Mr. Clegg of th^Di vision night before last at about ten o* clock. 

Mr. Clegg advised that tf£e Division was in receipt of a telegram from the 
Citizens State BankjAi^t. Cloud, Florida, informing that the bank had been 
robbed on March £1, 1934, by two of three men, one of whom had been identified 
as John Dlllinger. ‘ 

At 3 P. U« on March £1, 1934, the writer was advised by 
the Jacksonville Police Department that the Citizens State Bank at St. Cloud, 
Florida, had been robbed a few minutes prior to that time and that informa- 
tion had been received that Billing er might have been one of the robbers* 

Mr. John Montgomery, Secretary, Detective Bureau, advised lhat this informa- 
tion had been broadcast to /all officers In the State of Florida, and they 
were Instructed to be on Ihe lookout for these robbers, ill law-enforcement 
officers were furnished with a description of the automobile used in the 
robbery. .. ./ v. ■ ^ ;;v 


Pursuant to Mr. Clegg’s instructions, I immediately con- 
tacted Resident Agent R. L. Shivers at Tampa, Florida, and instructed him 
to proceed as soon as possible to St. Cloud to contact the officials of the 
Citizens State Bank in that town and to exhibit to them photographs of 
Dlllinger to determine Aether he was one of Ihe participants in the bank 
robbery. Agent Shivers Informed me that he had previously been advised of 
the robbery and that all officers in Osceola County, in which St. Cloud is 
located, and surrounding counties were on the roads in an effort to apprehend 
the robbers. . - 

Pursuant to Mr. Clegg* a instructions, I also by long dis- 
tance telephone oonmunioated with 2. O. Hunter, Chairman of Ihe Board, 
Citizens State Bank, 8t. Cloud, Florida. He informed lhat representatives 
of the insurance company had appeared In St. Cloud with photographs of 
Dlllinger and other bank robbers and that persons in the bank during Ihe 
robbery, after viewing pictures of Dlllinger, had stated they believed he 
was one of the men involved. Ur. Hunter stated that^tfc*--»Qbbery took place 
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about 2:40 P. M. on March 21 , 1934, and that the robbers obtained about 
ten thousand dollars in currency; that two of the robbers entered the bank; 
one remained in the door nay. That in front of the bank they had parked 
a Plymouth ooach bearing 1934 Indiana license tags number 372438; that this 
oar had been stolen on March 15, 1934, from Baines City, Florida, the motor 
number being 90379, serial number 1831332* This oar was used In the get-away* 
The robbers forced the cashier of the bank to accompany them for about two 
blocks, when they kicked him off* Mr* Hunter advised that the robbers had 
been chased into Orlando by the officers and they were headed toward 
Tavares, Florida, which is located about thirty miles northwest of Orlando, 
Florida* , *- 


During the night of Uaroh 21st the writer conferred with police 
officials and the sheriffs office in Jacksonville, Florida, and they ad- 
vised that all officers attached to their departments had been instructed 
to be on the lookout for the automobile previously described and the robbers. 
They also informed that all officers in Florida, by radio and other 
of communication, had been informed of the robbery and requested to 
appropriate action with a view of apprehending the persons involved 
robbery.

ADDENDUM: Since the above letter was typed, by long distance telephone, 

Special Agent R. L. Shivers from Orlando, Florida, communicated with me and 
advised that persons in Ifce bank at St* Cloud, Florida, when the same was 
robbed on March 21, 1934, who had an opportunity to observe the robbers, were 
unable to identify any one of the three as being Dilliager* Agent Shivers 
infonned that the descriptions of the robbers in no way tallied with the 
description of Dillinger* One of the men in the bank during the robbery 
stated that one of the robbers had a dimple in his chin. 

Concerning this matter, further information will be furnished the 
Division as soon as I receive Agent Shivers* report*

You are advised that there is no record of the Division telegram 
referred to in the New Orleans offioe file* Immediately upon receipt of the 
Division's letter today, I communicated with Chief of Police S, J* lies, Jr # , 
at Lake Charles, Louisiana, by telephone* He advised that at the request of 
the Sheriff at Erie, Kansas, ho arrested Dwight Bumbaugh at Lake Charles; that 
at the time of his srre st , |pumbaugh had In hi a possession s note book con- 
taining numerous names and addresses, including the mama of John Dllllnger; 
that the address given for Dllllnger In the book was the Vienna Restaurant, 
Trenton, New Jeraey; that he, Chief Ilea, endeavored to ascertain from ^Bumbaugh 
whether the John Dllllnger listed in the nets book Is Identical with the Sub- 
ject of this investigation but that he wee unsuccessful In eliciting any satis- 
factory information from Bumbaugh regarding this matter; that at tee time of hie 
arrest at Lake Char lea, Bumbaugh alao had in his possession a map of a robbery 
or prospective robbery st St* Louis, Missouri; that Bumbaugh had all tee appear- 
ance of being a dangerous criminal, although ha. Chief lies, could get no 
definite or satisfactory information concerning his connections and activities* 



Chief lies stated that oh March 5, 1934, ^Jumbaigh was returned by the 
Sheriff to Irle, Kansas, and that he. Chief Has, gave the Sheriff from Brie, 
Kansas, the above mentioned note book and amps at the time the Sheriff took cus- 
tody of Bumbaugh fbr the return trip to Irle* 

Chief lies stated that he has no further Information regarding this 
matter; that on the day following the departure of the Sheriff for Xrle with 
Bumbaugh, he. Ilea, addressed a telegram to the D1 vial cm relative to this matter; 
that tela telegram was not semt to the New Orleans office because he knew that 
Bumbaugh was no longer in this territory.

investigation relative to the possibility of locating Dillinger* He 
stated Special Agent Shivers would be instructed to oall upon the bank 
officials for this purpose. ^

Mr. H. L^^Clark, of the Signal Intelligence DivJ^fon 
of the War Deportment, 'branch 2249, telefwoned inquirin^as to 
whether the Division had specimens o^^ryptograms , opcode 
messages, relative to the Dillinger transaction. I inquired as 
to the purpose of the inquiry and Mr. Clark stated that they 
had such messages there and wanted to see all possible specimens.

In Mr. Edwards* absence, I inquired at the Technical 
Laboratory and found that there was one cryptogram, allegedly in- 
volving members of the Dillinger gang, available there, and I, 
therefore, suggested to Mr. Clark that he take his specimens to 
the Laboratory so that the combined information might be avail- 
able. He then put Mr. Freed, the Chief of his division on the 
telephone, and Mr. Freed stated that he would take the messages 
which they had personally to our Laboratory. 
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MEMORANDUM FOE THE DIRECTOR. 


MrmFitzmaurice called at this office and stated tp&t he had 
been in Washington for about one week only; that he haA previously been 
stationed at Chicago; that he was here representing thc^earst papers 
and wanted information from which he could write an article concerning 
the Division^ activities in the search for Dillinger. I told him, of 
course, the Division had no such information for release; that any 
information concerning the "Department 1 s activities" should be obtained 
through Mr. Gates. He stated that he had understood that It was 
practically impossible to get information from this source; that he 
had discussed the matter with M r . Carnal and he also advised that he 
did not believe the Division could consistently make any release con- 
cerning Dillinger at the present time.

Early this week, Mr. Coffey, of the Technical Laboratory, 
telephoned to inquire as to the identity of one Frank jfpar pen ter, 
who, according to a letter received from the Sheriff, Mason Cily, 
Iowa, is believed to be an associate of John^Dillinger. I advised 
Mr. Coffey that so far els the Dillinger file reflects, there was np 
connection between the two. Mr. Coffey later advised me that the 
Carpenter referred to by the Sheriff is identical with Frank Dennis 
\ Carpenter, a Division fugitive in a National Motor Vehicle Theft Act 
case of which the Los Angeles Office is the origin. 


In accordance with the present practice, there has been 
prepared a memorandum on Frank Dennis Carpenter for transmittal to 
the office of origin as of possible assistance in conducting its 
investigation of the case. A.ttached to the memorandum was a photo- 
graph of Carpenter, and the complete criminal record as reflected 
from the files of the Identification Unit. 

. > ' 

A. comparison of the photograph of Carpenter with that of 
Dillinger reflects e striking resemblance between the two, and it 
is quite possible that one is being mistaken for the other. The 
criminal record of Carpenter, attached hereto, reflects arrests 
from one end of the country to the other. The physical description 
of both Carpenter end Dillinger are nearly the same:

Agent Shivers informed that from press 
accounts of the robbery appearing in the Orlando, Florida, papers for 
March 22, 1934, it seemed that several persons who witnessed the robbery 
Identified the photograph of Dllllnger as that of one of the participants* 


At St, Cloud, Florida, Agent Shivers contacted 2, 0, Hunter, 
Chairman of the Board of the Citizens State Bank, end interviewed employees 
of the bank who were present during the hold-up and customers who were in 
the bank at the time* In no Instance was any person able to identify 
Dllllnger as one of the robbers except R, M* Scranton, a customer, who, whan 
shown Dllllnger *8 photograph, stated that he was sure It was of one of the 
men. He described Dllllnger 8 b wearing a light suit at the time. Agent 
Shivers states that as a matter offset all three of the robbers were .

Concerning your memorandum dated March 24, 1934, relative 
to the surveillance of thq Frlchette girl in Detroit, you are ad- 
vised that I have talked with Mr. Larson about this matter by tele- 
phone, and have told him to keep the Division advised in detail and 
frequently, as to developments, in view of the importance of this 
lead. Be stated that there were several women in this house, »nfl 
several of them probably were directly or indirectly associated with 
members of Dillinger^s jgang. The motaer of Prisoner OLark, who is 
bexng tried now in Indmna, is there amd another womamby the name 
of m)pal, as well as Ann* Martin, BvelynpFrichette and aV&ckson woman.

Upon being interviewed. Minor, who ie 45 yearn ofage^ -T$V, 
advised that he had always resided near Ithaca, Michigan with the exception 
of an enlistment in the Army prior te the World War* He stated that he .V..

Illinois license plates, numbers unknown* He stated that they spent the 
night at the Seaver Hotel at Ithaoa and upon examination of the records In 
this hotel it was ascertained that on Ootober 20, 1933 four people, be- 
lleved to be the persons named above, registered as J* P* Phillips, wife 
and daughter and Mr* J* H. Horton and wife* They gave their address as 
"Decator.* The Manager of the hotel was unable to furnish any further . 
information. Photographs of Hairy Copeland, Dlllinger, Hamilton and 
others were exhibited to Miner but he failed to identify them. He further 
advised that the woman known to him as Opal, last name anknown, who was 
one of the party that brought June Young to Ithaca, called for her at 
Borth Star, Michigan on either February 11 or 12, 1934 with a man ahem 
they called Jerry, last name unknown* He stated that these people had 
not given the Miners any notice that they were calling to take the chilA 
away and that Opal made a statement to the effect that they were taking 
the girl to Chicago. The Miners both observed that the ear used bn that

Vith regard to the Michigan license plates Issued to 
Jess Vilson, 1195 Webb Avenue, Detroit, as indicated in this report, in- 
vestigation conducted at that address reflected that nobody by that name

The local police advised thle office that while recently 
ai Lima, Ohio they were told by officers of the Tuoson Poliee Department 
that Ann Russell alias Evelyn Frechette had light red hair when arrested ~ 
with Dilllnger* The description furnished by the Los Angeles pffiee in- 
dicated that her hair was black and which corroborated information fur- 
nished by Mr* and Mrs* Vilson* However, to be absolutely certain in this 
respect, a wire was dispatched to Loa Angelas and this office was advised 
that her hair was blaok when arrested and therefore there was no indi- 
cation that same had been dyed* 


It now appears that Opal Long is the only member of the 
Dilllnger gang residing with the Clark family, although it is presumed 
hat Fat allaa Ann Jackson alias Patriola Young will return to Detroit as 
' child is still here* Mr. and Mra* Vilson advised that when Evelyn 
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Frechette alias Billia came to Datroit aha brought a small Boston bulldog 
with her, which animal was left, upon har departure from Detroit) she 
indicating that she would call for the dog later* This dog, the filsona 
adTlsad, during the past weak strayed away from the home and has wot i 4< v 
bean found.

She has been closely followed and it was observed yesterday that aha pur** 
rhased the following out-of-town newspapera, Hew York Journal, Chicago 
Tribune and Toledo Blade.

Prior to the time this office^ took over this investigation, Opal 
'Long as well as other members of the family, had been followed to a great 
extent by police officers and this fact became known to the suspected parties 
Therefore, at the present time their gctions clearly indicate that they 
are very auspicious and the Agents following them have found it somewhat 
difficult. We are concentrating, however, practloally entirely on Opal 
Long as it is felt that she is the person who will evidently go to Evelyn 
Frechette and perhaps to Dlllingar. It is known that she, during the past' 
two months, has made several trips to Chicago and the police believe that 
her purpose for the trips was to obtain money from Dllllnger for attorneys ’*_* 
representing the trio at Lima. 


The local telegraph companies, who have cooperated very 
fully during the course of this investigation, advised this office that a 
telegram was delivered to 531 Chandler Street yesterday afternoon addressed 
to Mrs. Clark signed "Mary.* It was a local wire and waB sent from the 
Woodward-Carfield branch of the Western Union and read, *Call me third 
floor old building tonight." Shortly after receipt of this telegram Opal 
Long was seen to leave the Clark residence and seen to proceed to a drug 
w'-ira nearby where she made a local call. The conversation could not be ~ 
heard because of the noise In the store. Shortly after she returned to . 
the Clark residence and accompanied by three other members of the family, 
two of whom could not be definitely identified but one thought to be B& Clark) 
drove cautiously in the Essex Sedan about a 1928 model, which ia owned by 
Mrs. Clark, to the Women* s Hospital which is located at Forest and Bethune 
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Streets, Detroit* They were followed there by AgentB who were keeping 
the house under surveillance and after circling the hospital twice, 
stopped for a few minutes on one corner and she mysteriously drove to 
another street where they all reeialaed in tie oar for a period of several- 
minutes and finally Sd Clark and Opal Long stepped from the oar walked 
to the entranee of an old building which adjoins the Women's Hospital 
and which was formerly occupied by this hospital* Opal Long entered* 'I" 
remained Inside ten or fifteen minutes ^nd finally returned to the ear ^ 
and drove back to 531 Chandler* je* . 


Investigation in the hospital dlsolosed that this eld .■ 
building is now being used entirely by maids and nurses* A careful in* 
vestigatlon was made today of the entire hospital* All of the patients, 
were closely observed but we ware unable to find anyone answering the 
description of persons In wh6m we are interested* Contact was had with 
maids residing on the third floor who will notify this office of any in- 
formation which they are able to discreetly ascertain* .

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Mr. Borer telephoned. There had been reported to the St. Paul 
office that a woman by the name of Mrs. Carl TJsHellman had rented an 
apartment on March 19 for herself and her husbSid at 95 South Lexington 
Street. Agents were sent out to look the place over and found that the 
apartment was one in which all the curtains were drawn. The information 
received indicated that three men and two women were using the apartment 
and that they were acting as suspicious characters. 

After the observation that the curtains were drawn was made 
%• Borer instructed the Agents to go to the police department and get any 
assistance that was needed in order to enter the apartment. Two Special 
Agents, R. C. Coulter and B. L. Balls, went to the police department and 
obtained the services of one police officer. The three then proceeded to 
the premises, knocked on the door but they could not get in. <^omeone from 
the outside then came up and Coulter started questioning him and the 
individual states that "You have asked ^for it so I am going to give it 
to you n . He immediately pulled a revolver and started shooting at Agent 
Coulter. Coulter stepped to the side of £he door, which afforded some 
protection, and started shooting back and^ts assailant left. In the 
meantime a man came from within the apartmSst with a machine gun and 
started shooting at the officer down the hall. In the gun fight that 
followed Special Agent Halls shot the tire off of the Plymouth Coupe 
in which the first assailant had arrived. The group occupying the 
apartment then ran out of the building and entered a Hudson automobile 
and made their get-away in this automobile. Two of the men who were 
observed appeared to be 5* S or 9" in height and about 37 years of age. 

The third appeared to be 5 * 1 * in height end £bout 45 years of age. The 
two women were apparently in their 20's. Borer stated that inside the . ^ 
apartment they found machine gins and various types of artillery and 
firearms equipment, including one gun the size of an automatic pistol 
rith a grip on it which makes it, in fact, a small sized machine gun. Borer 
stated that none of these individuals fitted the description of the 
Barker-Karpis gang members and it is his idea that they are "bank men 0 . 

They have broadcast information by telephone to all surroiziding cities 
describing the car and its occupants in the hopes that they may be 
located and apprehended. He has stationed three Special Agents in the 
apartment and they are processing the place for fingerprints. They will 
also process the Plymouth automobile for fingerprints. Orders have been 
issued that no one expept police officers can come to that floor of the 
apartment building.
